‘Tar Naiyar Rajistan, of the 7th of August, referring to: 
the establishment of a'separate jail for female prisoners at 
Indore, says it has been rendered necessary by the. frequency 
of the crime of seduction perpetrated by the officials of the: 


Criminal Department. 


The Julwatoor, of the 8th of August, referring to the ex- 
pressed desire of the Government of India to take the opinions 
of the people concerning the revenue arrangements of the 
country, says that-there is no chance of any one having the 
means of offering an opinion, or judging in the matter, as 
until the Budget is submitted and passed, and the amount of 
receipts and expenditure known, they have not an opportu- 
nity of argument, or forming any opinion whatever. The 
Writer compares the amount of revenue before and. after the 
rebellion; and remarks upon the fact that although many 
independent States were confiscated after the rebellion, there 
does not. appear to be a corresponding increase to the revenue, 
while the expenses are very heavy, and the introduction of new 
taxes necessary. He thinks that those who collect (levy ?) 
these new taxes ought to have power i invested in them to rule 
in the. revenue estimates,’ and goes.on to say : —¢ In. all, the 
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- Buropean Governments it-is.the custom to take the opinion 
of other people in establishing a new tax, but in Hindoostan 


it is not so; and as there is- an ~especial connection between 
England and India, the Committee can make sure that if by 
no other means than his knowledge of the civil arrangements 
of the country, the Governor-General’s power in the estimate 
of revenue is correct, stillif the wishes and views of the people 
were taken, it could do no harm to the Government, nor would 
it interfere with the peace of the country. Taking this view 
of the case, the Committee has petitioned and represented that 
a Committee of couneillors or advisers is neeessary. This 
council is only intended to offer opinions, which may be taken 
er rejected, and will not otherwise affect the Government 
arrangements, It will be admitted that by this the Govern- 


ment may gain certain advantages, and a certain amount of 


intercourse might be thus instituted, by which an opportu- 
nity would be afforded of enquiring into the wishes and 
desires of the people, who, when made a party to the arrange- 
ments of the country, will be reconciled to the measures adopt- 
ed, and the unity between the rulers and the ruled will be 
complete.” 


The Gwalior Gazette, of the 9th of August, does not con- 
tain anything demanding particular notice. 


~The Oudh Ukhbar, of the 11th of August, after extracts 
from English papers, states that a correspondent writes to the 
effect that “in Fort Aseer Cantonment, in the Joint Magis- 
trate’s Department, Sherishtadar Fyz Mahomed Khan, who 
reeeives a salary of Rs. 40 a month, petitioned for two hours’ 
Teave on Fridays to attend his devetions. ‘he Magistrate 
refused the petition; the Sherishtadar begged hard; and 
finding that no hope was left, sent in his resignation, The 
Magistrate sent up the resignation, with all particulars of the 
case, and some correspondence passed on the subjeet between 
them ; and at last the Deputy Commissioner took Fyz Ma- 
homed into his own Department, and sent a Pundit in his 
stead, which settled the dispute.” ‘Lhe-editor says, that.‘ the 
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desire of the Sherishtadar to pray and fear God was praie- 

worthy, for in this generation, the English Government sers 
vants are not much tied down by fancies for praying. God 
keep the Sherishtadar in the tight path. The removal of the 
Sherishtadar into another Department is a great piece of 
justice; and shows a good feeling, devoid of prejudice, on 
the part of the officer. Wise men look down upon a man 
who is not bound by his creed; Europeans are especially of 
this way of thinking. Enough ; Hindoostanees who against 
their customs take to English forms and ceremonies, need 
not be so certain that they aré approved of fora change 
which may be outwardly admired, but inwardly laughed at. 
It is clear that they who give up their own customs for others 
are not worthy of confidence.” 


The Nujym-ool Ukhbar, of the 12th of August, after extracts 
from English aid other papers, mentions that ‘*the Daood 
Potra tribe have caused much annoyance by their rebellious 
tendencies; but that ‘the arrangements of the English have 
overcome their ambition, and many a bad character of note 
has sat down qu‘etly in his house. Major Minchin’s exertions 
have resulted in the Irrigation Department being perfect, and 
the whole of the country is said to be one green field.” 


The Malwa Ukhbar, of the 12th of August, does not call for 
special attention. 

The Ukhbar Alum, of t the 13th of hnaw, after extracts from 
English papers without comment, mentions that a correspond- 
ent. at Peshawur reports a fight between Sirdars. Mahomed 
Surwaee Khan, Futteh Mahomed Khan, and Ameer Ma- 
homed Khan, in which many people, including Sirdar Mahon- 
ed Ushruf Khaa, brother of the Ameer of Cabul, were slain ;

The Mujma-ool Bharain, of the 18th of August, scene that 
in the Umititsir district, -at a place ‘called Chundole, a num- 
ber of bad characters combined, and beat a lumberdar most:

The case of a railway emoplayé havin, g kicked a punkah 


coolie, who died, is mentioned. ‘The writer adds, * the Sahib - 
was cleared of the charge.” 


Tt is said that the Akhoond of Swat lias ordered the Bo- 
nair tribes to make over to Feroze Shah a tenth of their agri- 
cultural produce.” The fighting among the Khyberrees and 


other tribes is also alluded to;—-the news being taken from 
the Koh-i-Noor. 


The Punjabee Ukhbar, of the 14th of August, enters into along 
explanation of the terms of the treaty, and the way in which 
it was broken, between the Thakoor of Lava and the Nawab 
of Tonk, The Nawab of Tonk is praised for his measures of 
improvement, and especially for the income tax, raised in 
imitation of the English tax, and also the Stamp Act. But it 
seems that the Thakoor of Lava was taxed in common with 
others of the Nawab’s people, and he refused to pay the tax ; 
upon which, and a few other unpleasant consequences of his 
refusal, it became necessary to send for him, and warn him of 
the terms of the treaty ; &., &c. The writer goes on to say, 
that ‘* no other Chief would have dealt so leniently with the 
Lhakoor as the Nawab did with one who had turned rebel ; 
and when this was proved he was certainly deserving of pun- 
ishment from the Tonk Durbar, according to the treaty written 
by orders of the Agent; for the Nawab exercised unlimited 
power over his subjects, and could have attached his country, 
or given him any other punishment ; he could even have level- 
led his fort, plundered his country ;” &c., &e. ** In the first 
instance, no emnity existed on the part of the Nawab towards 
the Thakoor that he should. have joined in this murder, and 

if it had been so, and by the consent of any the father had 

been murdered, the enmity, or whatever it is that exists, is with 
the son.- What had he to do with the father ? If this alone 
was to havebeen done, could, not another and: more perfect 
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plan have been adopted for this murder? It is a.very cowardly 
act to send for one person and murder him, and noone of a 
respectable family would have done it. The easiest. mode of 
disposing of such an enemy would have been to have cauéed 
him to be shot down on the highway by a trooper ; but there 
were many other means of getting rid of him without any 
one being a bit the wiser. After the Nawab had been exiled, all 
the great and small folks of the country issued a proclama- 
tion, signed and sealed by them, exonerating the Nawab from 
all blame in the matter, and stating that all were happy and 
contented uuder his rule, and in the hope that the British 
Government would restore him to his State;” &. This was 
presented to the Agent for Rajpootana in January last, but 
no answer having been received, they have now addressed 
the Queen, and sent it through the Agent to be forwarded 
to London ; but the Agent seeing this, sent word for them 
not to put their signatures to it; and that as no benefit to 
the Nawab could result from its being forwarded, he refused 
todo so. It is seen, that by the removal of the Nawab he 
is looked on as a tyrant; and to prevent the recurrence of 
such crimes, he has been removed. ‘The people under the 
Nawab’s rule are quite against this, and wish that he may 
be again placed on the throne; but of this there is no sign 
on the part of Government. Finally, we consider it our 
duty to say that- this murder was from the side of the Na- 
wab; the answer is, that he killed the uncle of the Thakoor, 
and for so doing he has been removed from the guddee. The 
Thakoor of Lava, who was bound by a treaty, rebelled against 
his master : what punishment has he received at the hands of 
Government? Yes, he got this punishment; he has been

The Nai yar Rajistan, of the 14th of August, after extracts 
from. English | papers, publishes the following from Rampore: _ 
‘A friend writes, that great exertions are being made by the 
officials of the State, and crime has considerably abated ; if 
a theft occurs, the property is soon recovered.” The writer 
goes on to say, that although people are armed, the sword 
cannot be unsheathed for fear of the Government; and there 
are now no signs of private quarrels; &c., &c. “ But,” adds 
the writer, “some bad character struck a minstrel with a sword, 
and then ran for it ;”? &., &e. 


The Koh-i- Noor, of the 15th of August, does not call for 
particular notice, 


The Onjumun Hind, of the 15th of August, extracts stale 
news from English papers, and notices the re-establishment of 
order in the Nagown district. The rebels, after beating the 
Tehseeldar of Mowh (Mhow?) have gone away, and the 
Political von after them ; he is said to be in the Chutterpore 
country. 


The followinks also appears, under the heading “¢ Military 
Disturbance, Moradabad :”—** From the side of the dik bun- 
galow towards. the gunge, the manager of the Rohilkund 
Ukhbar was passing along, when he met’ the Dhurranee 
soldiers of the Moradabad cantonment coming in a body. 
playing upon instruments of music, and making a great noise. 
The manager drew up his horse on-one side, but these people 
threw. pellets at his horse, and rushed upon him, so that the 
animal took fright and ran away, falling into the bazar ditch, 
and injuring one of the manager’s legs severely.. The police 
ran to capture the troops, who showed: front, and afterwards 
went off to cantonments ; although the police did their best to 
capture them, all their efforts failed. It.is a strange circum- 
stance that these Dhurranee :aepoys have been for so many 
years in Moradabad >. and are constantly giving trouble and 
annoyance to the city. people by their conduct, - They have 
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been punished several times by the Magistrate; but. still: go 
on in the same way ; and every day large numbers of them, 
go into the city and give’ trouble, and the officers of the 
regiment do not punish them. Enough ; ; it is incumbent on 
the Government to do something for the benefit of the city 


people.” 


The Kaleid eunad: of the 15th of August, and the Meerut 
Gazette of the same date, do not call for particular notice. 


The Noor-ool Ubsar, of the 15th of August, after extracts, &., 
publishes an article upon the old subject—the “shoe question,” 
which reads also very like an extract from some other paper, 
The writer thinks that by the shoe order all great works done 
formerly have been shelved, and seems to object to the natives 
of the country increasing their dignity and respect by wearing 
a pair of English shoes. He considers the order anything but 
wise; although as it emanated from such a’ great man, he 
cannot call it anything else. He goeson to say :—“ Of course 
it is clear that in Bengal many natives—educated and unédu- 
cated—have adopted the custom of wearing English shoes; 
but it is not so in other parts of Hindoostan. Let us see 
when a Maharajah or other Chief goes into a Durbar accord- 
ing to his own custom, with Hindoostanee shoes on his feet, 
and any person of inferior rank is séen in his presence wearing 
English shoes, the man of high rank will have to take off 
his shoes, while the one beneath him will not have to do:so! 
This is surely undignified ;” &c., &c. The writer concludes ‘by 
alluding to the difficulty of taking off. English shoes .in 
comparison to taking off Hindoostanee shoes, and thinks that 
Some other rule would have been better. pod yt 


The Rohilkund Ukhbar, of the 15th of August, ’notices the 
Durbar held at Almorah by the: Lieutenant-Governor of the 
North-Western Provinces, for the purpose of distributing 
Prizes at the school. Sir William’ and Lady Muir,’ with 
many other ladies and: gentlemen, attended; and the assem- 
blage of people is described as the largest ever’ known theré, 
as all the officers, eivil ‘and military, the Chiefs, and principal 
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fuative gentry, with wired visitors at. N: vue Tal, attended as 


spectators. 


The Khair Khwah Punjab, of the 16th of August, does not 
contain anything requiring particular notice; the appeal of 
Nund Lall, and its rejection by the High Court of the Punjab, 
is noticed. The editor adds :—‘‘ Now the Privy Council only 
remains, let us see what God ordains. Another matter of 
regret is that his private dwelling has not been spared, and 
thieves have deprived him off his wealth” (Nund Lall ?). 


The Julwatoor, of the 16th of August, notices the sanc- 
tion of Government for the continuation of Branch Post- 
offices in large towns and villages in Bengal and the North- 
Western Provinces. The income is said to be Rs. 22,697, 
and the outlay Rs. 1,394, monthly. The writer says that the 
Government ought to encourage this sort of thing ; and adds 
that ‘the good management of the Postal Department is bene- 
ficial to the country, but that bad management is nothing 
less than oppression. In some districts, the postal arrange- 
ments are very faulty, and Government ought to look to this, 


which would have the effect of lessening the evils complained 
of,” 


Under the heading ‘¢ Hyderabad,” the prospect of famine is 
alluded to, and it is said that cholera has already broken out in 
that country. The Resident is said to have dispatched a medi- 
eal officer to Berar, and another from Umrowtee to accompany 
him. The writer proceeds :—* Mr. Saunders has an important 
case before him just now, of which the following are the par- 
ticulars. A wealthy grain-dealer, who was for some years 
connected with the cantonments, took alarge supply of grain, 
in company of a kafila, and sentit on to Chundhurghit. 
When the kafila was within one march of its destination, 2 
party of armed men, under pretence that the grain belonged 
to a banker at. Hyderabad, attacked and plundered it.’”? The 
writer says, “if thiskind of thing happens at the very door 

of the Nizam, what must be the state of things in the more 
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remote parts of His Highness’s dominions? The tradesmen 
are all looking towards the Resident for the result of this 
case, and to the Nizam, A petition has also been sent up: to 
the Nizam by the grain-dealers,” 


Rain had fallen plentifully in Hyderabad and the surround- 
ing country. aa 


The Karnama Hind, of the 17th of August, after ex- 
tracts from other papers, refers to the case of Nund Lall, and 
says that the officials of the Revenue Department have caused 
a great commotion ; &c., &. The writer goes on to say, that 
“wealth if placed on steel will soften it. That some receivers, 
or bribe-takers, have their eyes closed and mouths open; and 
those who pay, receive the object of their desires;”? &c., &e. 
The writer goes on to say, that “only upright and honest men 
ought to be appointed in the Revenue Department, otherwise a 
thousand evils may result. The poor suffer grief and pain, and 
only the rich obtain their rights, while the Government really 
suffers. The authorities ought to examine native officials, 
and only those who are found fit for the work entrusted to 
them should be employed.” 


The Moofeed-ool-Anam is conied, to the following effect :— 
** In one of the old mohullas (streets) of Jeypore, the corpse 
of a Brahminee, tied up in a cloth, was found, and the Kotwal 
of the city, having taken Rs. 800 from the inhabitants of 
the street where the body was found, wrote the word ‘free’ 
against the case; but aspy gave notice to the Maharajah, 
and the Council was ordered to enquire into it: the inhabi- 
tants of the street were sent for, and the giving of a bribe 
proved; the ‘ go-betweens’ were imprisoned ; the Kotwal was 
suspended ; the people of the city became aware of what had 
been done, and that another Kotwal had been appointed ; but 
notwithstanding this, the appointment remained in the same 
name ; and in future, if great enquiry is not made, the bribe- 
taker will escape without punishment ; in which case others 
will break their oaths , and the thought of bribery fill their 
hearts, We feel sure that the Mahara jah will not be forgetful 
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in this matter, but enquire into the case, and punish ‘those 
“a deserve punishment.” 


~The Sholatoor, of the 18th of August, and the WNusseem 


Jounpoor of the same date, do not contain oe that re. 
quires particular notice. 


The Oudh Ukhbar, of the 18th of hase, after extracts 
from various sources, publishes the following, under the head- 
ing ‘¢ Prejudice against Government Education :’—*‘ We 
have already remarked that the English Education Depart- 
ment is not in accordance with the native feeling on the sub- 
ject, as all the rules are against the rules of this country. I 
now state those things which are against it ; and to enquire 
into them is not difficult. Inthe Government system, the 
reat fault is that it is regulated by new forms ; and in the 
ideas which were created by the English rule at first, and 
those that now exist, there is great difference. On this very 
account, the first series is made known ; and now-a-days nothing 
remains in this Department which bears any relation to the 
works of the past. In the case of Hindoostan, England is 
such a country that by the work of many years it has im- 
proved itself, and gained many advantages ; so that it is desir- 
ous of making other countries like it, and wishes to teach a 
tribe (or race ?) which has no connection with it similar good 
things. Enough; in this instance, it is right that both coun. 
tries should retain their own customs separate from the other; 
for up to the present time it has never happened that a new 
caste has been made in one day, nor will'a caste ail at once 
resign their-rules and customs.” Here the writer enters into an 

account of the characters and dispositions of the several tribes 
of the country, and proceeds to add, that ‘ independent 
of this, there are other and greater objections between Europe 
and the East, by which there cannot be any hope of European 
notions being: approved of by people of the East. The reason 
is this, in the first place, their dispositions -are not suited 
to them, Enough; we cannot indulge in the hope that foreign 
ideas will be readily adopted ;” &c., &c: The writer proceeds 
in the same strain, and concludes by saying that ‘¢it ought to be 
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fold to them that :there ig nothing in the world which does not- 
bear some relation with them, and that-all the affairg of tha: 
world are linked with one another ; and that although manners 

and customs are different among different people, the results 
are the same, The history of Hindoostan ought especially to. 
be taught with fear and care, in order that things which have 
transpired be not taught; but the enquiry for names be the 
only desire, like some histories taught in schools, viz., pure 
or real histories. ‘Those who desire to learn them can find 
them ; but he should look well into them, in order that he may 
gain strength from them, such as he would gain by searching 
the ideas of other people.” _ 


The Nujm-ool Ukhbar, of the 19th of aah docs not 
require particular notice. 


The Ukmil-ool Ukibar, of the 19th of August, publishes 
the following :—“ It is said that about ten days ago, some 
respectable persons from the Maharajah of Puttiala went to 
Benares city, to pay the Maharajah’s respects to the mother of 
the Maharajah of’ Benares; but they will not do so through 
the Local Government.” © 


Under the heading ‘‘Toodiana” the following appears :— 
“Tt is a matter of great regret that people will not be guided 
by the Government laws ;” &c. The writer goes on to state, 
that some zemindar named Peer Buksh having been se-. 
verely wounded, has since died. ‘The police received notice 
of the event the day following; an enquiry was made, and it 
was proved that he met his death at the hands of thieves ; 
and his son being suspected, has been made over for trial, 
because notice was not sent to the police by him until the 
next day, the police station not being more than three miles 
distant. The watchman and lumberdar of the village haye 
also been punished, by fining and imprisonment.” 


The Zea-ool Ukhbar, of the 20th of August, the Allygurk 
Institute Gazette, of the 21st, the Oordoo Delhi Gazette, of 


the 22nd, and the Benares Ukhbar, do not require particular 
Notice,
